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A paradox of the present 
record prosperity is the crisis 
taced by retired workers who are 
supposedly insured against finan- 
cial need after age sixty. The 
program of old-age insurance, in- 
stituted originally as part of the 
New Deal, covers 35,000,000 who 
are contributing from the weekly 
pay envelope to buy an annuity 
for old age. The average month- 
ly check received by a _ retired 
worker and his wife is around 
$40, But with the present dollar 
worth only 60 cents in compari- 
son with 1940 buying power, the 
average couple receives actually 
about $24 a month. Two results 
develop. Those retired people 
who can still find jobs endeavor 
to eke out their meager income 
by working. Or else they are 
forced to go on relief. Conse- 
quently, despite an all-time high 
in employment, the relief rolls 
are growing. Old-age insurance 
was supposed gradually to re- 
place relief assistance, But today 
more than one out of every five 
persons over 65 is on relief.

A further gap in social security 
that needs attention is the large 
number of workers not covered 
by the program. Some 23,000,000 
jobs are not covered. The work- 
ers in these jobs pay no social 
security contributions, build up 
no annuity for their old age, and

It sure was tough going in that 
quince bush. The thorns were 
tougher than my old hide and, 
according to the neighbors, I 
used language which should have 
been censored. You see I had 
neglected to do a pruning job 
each year on that quince bush. 
One-third or one-fourth pruned 
out each year is a good rule. If 


you do that and cut right down 
to the base, you have little 
trouble. I didn’t and I did. 

The idea is to prune when the 
flowers have gone.~by on such 
shrubs as I mentioned. Cutting

out the old shoots at the base 
induces new shoots. Flowers are 
formed on last year’s wood, and 
the older the shoot gets the lesr 
chance there is tliat it produces 
new wood. 


Of course, all.of this depends 
to some extent on the way you 
want to manage the particular 
shrub. If you want to keep it 
down to a height of three or four 
feet, you have to do considerably 
more pruning than if you want to 
let it grow higher. But for good- 
ness sake, don’t cut such shrubs 
at the end of the branches. Get 
down and cut them back to the 
base. That's why it’s well to do 
some cutting each year. Other- 
wise the shoots get growing so 
close together you can’t get in 
with a saw, nor can you get in | 
with a pair of clippers. Cutting, 
at the end makes the bush look 
like a G.I, hair cut, which isn’t 
what nature intended. 

There are, of course, exceptions 
to these general rules. For in- 
stance, the butterfly bush and 
the hydrangeas are pruned right 
to the ground each spring. The

for instance. If you want to make 
it into a close clipped hedge, 
prune it often. Otherwise prune 
as you would the quince. 


In pruning hedges, remember 
this. Keep the top a little nar- 
rower than the bottom of the 
hedge. It allows for sunlight to 
reach the lower branches and 
there is less chance of their dying 
out and making the hedge top 
heavy with green growth. 


Still another point to be gained, 
I am told, is that during a winter 
of heavy snow, such as we had 
last year, a hedge narrower at the 
top will hold the weight to bet- 
ter advantage. 

Last week you remember 1 
mentioned keeping those plants 
well supplied with fertilizer to 
make up for the plant food 
leached out by the rainfall. I 
checked up with the weather 
station at the University and 
found that we had better than 
six inches of rainfall which is 
almost twice normal. We had 
only two perfect days during the 
month of May. On 21 days it 
rained with the other eight days 
cloudy. That, of course, is one 
reason why the work has piled 
up.
